For forty minutes a thrilling and 


genuine La Follette demonstration had 
stopped the convention wheels at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

At 5 o'clock his only apparent friends 
were the remnants of the Forty-eight- 
ers who remained to fight to the last 
minute for the minority report of the 
piatform committee, carrying the more 
conservative views of the Committee 
of Forty-eight. 

Charges Against La Follette: 

The chief charge made against Sen- 
ator La Follette and the rock upon 
Which the amalgamation went to 
smash was the allegatiodn that “for 
political expediency ” Senator La Fol- 
lette’s spokesmen urged that the plank 
be eliminated that declared for full 
equal rights for the Negro. 

The reason ascribed was that the 
new party thereby wouid lose the white 
vote in the south, charged Abraham 
Lefkowitz of New York, who, with 
Chairman Robert M. Buck of the Labor 
party resolutions committee, made the 
fight for the majority or radical plat- 
form.

Forty-eighters, often on the verge of 
tears, could sweep aside the rapidly 
crystallizing opinion among the Labor 
party delegates that Senator La Fol- 
lette was not one of them. 


Buck Hits Baiters. 

Chairman Buck of the platform 
committee threw aside all of the trim- 
mings in closing the debate. 

“Individuals who walk out are not 
worth considering,” he said. “This is 
no time for anything that is a <om- 
promise. The minute has struck for’

THE FREEDOM OF THE 

PENITENTIARY. 

Warden Murphy of Joliet penitentiary has 
stopped all work on the prison additions and re- 
turned the 350 convicts engaged in this work to 
their cells on the ground that he is unable to pre- 
vent escapes with the present number of guards 


~ available. He blames the insufficiency and ineffi- 


ciency of guards upon the smal] salaries provided 
by the state. 


This action appears in the nature of a reply 


to criticism of the prison management for the 
many recent escapes of convicts from the prison 
and state farm. As such it fails to satisfy. The 
public, menaced -by the freedom of professional 
murderers and robbers, is more interested in ef- 
fects than in causes. It is within its rights in as- 
serting that the warden maintain custody of the 
criminals intrusted to his care by the state sail 
ernment. If the warden is unable to do so under 
the present system of prison management, the re- 
sponsibility passes on to the state government. 


_* A letter {rom Douglas Scott, hospital keeper of 


the penitentiary, defends the prison administra- 
tion on the same ground as that taken by Warden 
Murphy. In addition Mr. Scott asserts that the 
state farm, from which most of the escapes lave 
been’ made, is conducted under regulations by the. 
public welfare commission, over which Warden 
Murphy has no control. 

That may all be true. But it is also true that 
_the number of escapes has become a scandal, that 
the state government is puma HA for its ap- 
. Dointees, and that no excuse will return the money 
or the life of a mam robbed or murdered by an es- 
caped convict. If it is without the power of the 
warden to remedy the situation it is not without 
, the power of the state. 


RATE PAYERS AND TAX PAYERS. 


Oscar Hewitt says there are four rate payers to 
one personal property tax payer. The personal 
property tax represents the state’s faulty scheme 
of trying to make the individual contribute some. 
thing directly towards the support of government.

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CROWN PRINCE SAYS YANKS | 
TOOK HEART OUT OF OUR MEN

WIERINGEN, June 30.—“ The United States won 
the war for the allies. If American troops had/ not 
been sent to France in numbers the outcome of the 
war would have resulted differently.” 

This was the reply of the former German crown 
prince, without an instant’s hesitation, to my question, 
* What do you think of Americans as soldiers?’ 

“American divisions being landed in France so 
fast, and being sent into quiet sectors for training, 
thus releasing experienced French and British troops 
for use in active sectors against us, is what broke 
down our big offensive operations in the 1918 cam- 
paign,”’ explained the exile. 

“ Later, when the allied armies took the initiative, 
and fresh American divisions were flung into the fight- 
ing without thought of losses, it weakened the morale 
of our men, already weakened physically and ‘numer- 
ically by four years of warfare. . 

“The Americans suffered heavier losses than we did, 
heavier than was necessary perhaps in the Argonne- 
Meuse fighting. But their prodigality in numbers and 


ARE AMERICANS ROBBERS? 

Opposition to the policy of American supervision | 
of Mexico rests upon the assumption that American 
interference is necessarily brutal, destructive, and 
exploiting. It assumes that if the American people 
should give Mexico the benefit of their ctviliza- 
tion they necessarily would outrage and rob the 
people of Mexico, making them wretched and en- 
slaving them.

no evidence of rapacity there. The Cubans-aere not 
bowed down and they are not held in serfdom. 
Cuba is not ravished. The United States went into 
Porto Rico, and there are no evidences of inhu-, 
manity to be found there. The natives are not 
imposed upon and they are not robbed of their re- 
sources. 

The United States ts in contact with some of the 
Polynesian peoples, and the ones with which the 
United States has to do, under navy management, 
are the only peoples of the south seas who are in- 
creasing. They are protected from diseases which 
are carrying off other natives, and they have se- 
curity and prosperity. 

The United States is an easy overlord in Hawaii 
and an easy one in the Philippines. Wherever the 
flag is or wherever American influence has been 
controlling there is prosperity, freedom for the in- 
dividual, and peace. 

The United States has improved living conditions 
and has advanced civilization. It has not robbed 
and it has not caused suffering. Upon what foun- 
dation, then, does the opposition rest its assumption 
that the purpose in Mexico would be contrary to 
the revealed purpose of the United States elee- 
where? What would 60 completely change the 
character of the American people in this regard? 


It is not a flattering assumption, with its charge | 


that the United States would become a robber na- 
tion by intervening in Mexico, 
ést suggestion of truth? 

The exploitation of Mexico by ‘American money 
could ask for nothing better than a continuance 
of dishonest Mexican government. That, and not 
American supervision, will give, the opportunity if 
it is wanted. If American interests want to raid 
Mexico all they need do is to subsidize the strong- 
est Mexican government. With enough money} 
they could reéstablish slavery in Mexico. Amer- 
ican money does not need and would not want the 
American government in Mexico. Mexican gov- 
ernment is made for that purpose. 

The American's knowledge of himself and his na- 
tion refutes all these slanders.

Editorial of the Day | 
FEDERAL BANK EARNINGS, 


- [Indianapolis News.] 


The capital of the New York Federal Reserve bank 
is $23,800,000. During the six months ending June 30, 
1920, the bank’s net earnings were $24,607,000. This is 
what would generally be regarded in banking circles 
as a tidy profit. Persons unfamiliar with the New 
York reserve bank’s method of dividing its profits 
might even believe that a profit of 104 per cent in 
six months is rather high. If it all went to the stock- 
holders of the bank the Lever att might even be in- 
voked on the ground that money is a necessity and 
the bank is making unwarranted profits on a needed 
commodity. 

The member banks, however, get only $715,000 of 
the profit. They are the shareholders. The rest of 
the profit is distributed by law to the surplus, which 
must equal the subscribed capital; to another surplus 
authorized as not exceeding 10 per cent of the earn- 
ings after bringing the first surplus to twice the cap- 
ital of the bank, and a final iter of $17,666,400 goes to 
the government for franchise tax, and may be used to 
supplement the gold reserve held against outstand- 
ing United States notes or applied to the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness of the United States. Since the 
government gets all above a reasonable profit, there 
is likely to be no profiteering investigation. — 

This enormous profit, however, came out of some- 
body’s pocket. The merchants whose paper found its 
way into the bank through member banks paid most 
of it, and they in turn were obliged to look to their 
customers for it. To the government is saved the 
trouble of raising $17,666,400 by taxation, Much of 
the profit is attributable to raising the rediscount 
rate, and this, as the government has explained, was 
done to deflate the currency and cause the price re- 
ductions lately noted. Thus while the government 
reaped a good harvest, it also takes credit for help- 
ing the people to save money. It ts an fllustration of 
the control now exercised over private business by the 
government.

He seemed nuch concerned as to whether it was 
still thought that he was in a large way responsible 
for the world war, and seemed to realize that the 
precence or absence of this belief in Paris, London 
and Washington would have much to do with his 
being réleased from his island of refuge. 

“ When the war came,” he continued, “I knew that 
England must come in against us, because, as I say, 
I had seen the spirit of hostility between England and | 
Germany growing, growing. becoming more pro- 
nounced year after year as Germany built up a navy 
and developed a merchant marine which took busi- 
ness away from English shipping companies.

I had nothing to do 
with the foreign policy of the German government 
and as little to do with the interna! policy. I loved 
my regiment, naturally, and was proud to maintain 
my command, as what other vocation was there for 
me to follow?”

FREIGHTING BY WATER. 
Chicago, July 6.—[Editor of The Trib- 
uné.]~America’s insistence on rapid 
transportation has misled the people into 
a neglect of water routes, but results are 
demonstrating the truth of the adage: 


“The more haste, the less speed.” It is 
often found, for example, that grain may 
be shipped from te the seaboard 
and delivered on vessels in less time than 
by rail. 

We have been oblivious to the 

which have been achieved in Europe, in 
the mistaken assumption that cana! traf- 
fic meant inefficiency. Let us look at 
Germany, for example, where, despite 
their failure in ethics, they are able to 
give us pointers in commercial manage- 
ment. The amount of freight transport- 
ed by inland navigation has increased 
during the twenty years up to 1898 from 
2,900,000,000 to 7,900,000,000 ton kilome- 
ters, or 19 per cent, while the amount 
carried by the railroads during the same 
time has increased from 10,900,000,000 to 
25,500,000,000 ton kilometers, or 143 per 
cent. It may be noted also that In this 
period of Germany’s greatest prosperity 
78 per cent of the entire traffic went to 
the railroads and 22 per cent to the wa- 
terways. The volume of traffic on the 
Rhine was not equaled by that of any 
inland waterway of Burope, and was 
only surpassed by that of our great 
lakes. 

Now glance at the great interior wa- 
terways of middle Burope. The 100,000 
miles of rivers and canals of Russia 
may for the present unfortunately be ig- 
nored. Austria and Hungary together 
have some 3,000 miles of waterway 
adapted to steamboat and barge naviga- 
tion, composed almost entirely of the 
Danube and its branches, and this is 
linked up by the Rhine-Marne canal, the 
Rhine-Weser and other canals, with the 
North sea, the Baltic, and the Medi- 
terranean. The first of the A. E. F. to 
be captured by the Germans had just 


crossed the towpath of the Rhine-Marne 


canal, which With the Aisne-Marne and 
the Oise-Aisne has a length of 300 miles 
and overcomes a total elevation of 1,320 
feet. Bast of Alsace the Strasbourg- 
Frankfort-Ulm canals increase the ele- 
vation to 2,000 feet. From this point, the 
center and attic of Europe, small steam- 
vers, barges, and rafts float down the 
Danube through southern Germany, Aus- 
tria, Hungary, and past the Iron gates 
between Serbia, Roumania, and Bul- 
garia to where the river debouches into 
the Black sea. The lower course of the 
Danube and the Sulina mouth are un- 
der the control of the commission inter- 
alliee du Danube, which under the Ver- 
sallles treaty makes the whole river free, 
with only a duty on outgoing cargoes for 
the benefit of the river improvements.

Estimates as to prices 
for December delivery range from 
$2.50. to $2.90, with most guesses at 
$2.65 to $2.75. It is considered by some 
that the latter price or under would 
be bearish and $2.85 would be bullish. 
Contract wheat here is $2.85 to $2.95. 
Kansas’ City trader's are mostly figur- 
ing on around $2.75, while the cash 
prices there are $2.87@2.96. 

At Minneapolis the figures range from
